Extensive plans for aiding taxpay­ 
ers in ming their income tax returna 
for the year 1920 are being made by 
(he Bureau of Internal Revenue. Rev­ 
enue officers will visit every county 
in the Knifed States to assisi in malt­ 
ing out tile forma. 
The date of their 
arrival anti the location of their obi 
tea will lie announced 
through 
the 
press, or may he obtained on inquiry 
at offices of collector!* of internal rev­ 
enue and branch offl* es. Th** services 
of government experts heretofore of 
feted to city residents will be contin 
tied. 


Form s for filing 1920 returns of in­ 
come will bo sent by collectors to per 
sora who last year filed a return. Fail 
tire to receive a form, however, does 
no relieve a person from Ids <)h1ig:i 
tion to (lie a return within (lie time 
prescribed. 
Copies may be obtained 
from offices of collector* of internal 
revenue, branch offices, postoffice* and 
hunks, and are expected lo lo* avail 
able on or before Jan u ary I. 


Revenue officers assigned 
to

be supplied with forms, concerning 
which, and tin* various items of in 
conn to be included, they will Im* pre­ 
pared to answer any and ail ques­ 
tions. It bus been dem onstrated, how­

Some very curious 
optical 
effects 
can lie obtained with cardboard spec­ 
tacles

writes S. Leonard Baron in the .Scien­ 
tific American. 
The 
spectacles 
arc 
easily 
mad©. 
Disks of cardboard are cut 
which 
measure about two inches In diam­ 
eter. 
I rom copper wire a nose piece 
is bent and each end twisted Into a hole 
made at the side of each disk. 
In thr* 
same way tile bows for the ears are 
formed out of wire. 
One end of each 
of these Is attached to the outer edge 
of a disk and the Other end Is bent 
round h o Bint the curved part t o t go­ 
ing over file e?ir Is formed. 
The disks of the spectacles are then 
finished as follows: 
In one pair a 
hole Is driven with a pin through the 
center of each disk. 
In another pair 
horizontal silt** nre cut almost from 
one side to the other of the disks. 
These should tie narrow and they may 
tx* cut with a sharp chisel or penknife. 
in the third pair ttie slit is the same 
save that It Is cut vertically. 
By
